The bandits demanded 
the remainder of the ransom money and 
Captain Matlack and Davis answered by 
riding rapidly away. 
The aviators landed on the American 


side of the river. Lieutenant Peterson 
said. Upon their arrival at Candelaria 
a week ago Sunday, their engine de- 
veloped trouble and they were forced 
to land, smashing their landing gear 
and f usilage in doing so. 
The two aviators then tried to find 


their way to the nearest army camp 
and became confused. 
They walked 


and swam down the Rio Grande during 
Monday. Lieutenant Peterson said, and 
then hired Mexican burros after Peter- 
son developed a fever. They had start- 
ed for Candelaria when an armed Mex- 
ican overtook them and made them pris- 
oners. They were unarmed.

its worst bring upon Kurope conditions 
even more terrible than those wrought 
by the war itself. 


"Nothing. 1 am led to believe stands 


in the way of the ratification ot the 
treaty except doubts with regard to 
the meaning and implication of certain 
articles of the covenant of the Lt-ague 
of -Nations, and 1 must frankly say 
that 1 am unable to understand why 
such doubts should be entertained. You 
will recall that when 1 had the pleasure 
ot a conference with your committee 
and w i t h the committee of the house 
of representatives on foreign affairs at 
the White House in .March last. 
the 


luestions now most frequently asked 
about the league of Nations, were all 
canvassed, with a view to their imme- 
.liate clarification. 


With regard to domestic questions 


Article IP of ttoe 
covenant 
expressly 


provides that, if in case of any dispute 
i rising between members of the league 
the matter involved is claimed by one 
>f the parties "and is 
found 
by the 


•ouncil to arise out of a matter which 
.ry international law is solely within 
he domestic jurisdiction of that party, 
the council shall so report, and shall 
nake no recommendations as to its 
settlement." The I'nited States Was by 
10 means the only government inter- 
•sted in the explicit adoption of this 
jrovision. and there is no doubt in the 
nind of any authoritative student of 
nterpiftional law that such matters as 
mmigiMtion, tariffs, and naturalization 
are 
incontestibly domestic 
questions 


vith which no international body could 
deal without express authority to do so. 
No enumeration of domestic questions 
vas undertaken because to undertake 
t. even by sample, would have involved 
he danger of seeming to exclude those 
lot mentioned. 


The right of any sovereign state to 


vithdraw had been taken for granted, 
ut no objection was made to making it 


explicit. Indeed, so soon as the views 
"xpressed at the White House confer- 
ence were laid before the committee it 
vas at once conceded that it was best 
lot to leave the answer to so important 
a question to inference. 
Xo proposal 


was made to set up any tribunal to pass 
udgment upon the question whether a 
vithdrawing nation had in fact fulfilled 
'all its international obligations and 
ill its obligations under the covenant." 
t was recognized that 
the 
question 


must be left to be resolved by the con- 
cience of the nation proposing to with- 
raw: and I must say that it did not 
eem to me worth while to propose that 
he article be made more explicit be- 
ause I knew that the United States 
vould never itself propose to withdraw 
rom the league if its conscience was 
lot entirely clear as to the fulfillment 
f all its international obligations. It 


panted the formulation of the treaty 
that our example would Immediately be 
followed In many quarters, in some In 
stances with very serious reservations 
and that 'the meaning anil operative 
forces of the treaty would presently be 
clouded from one end of its clauses to 
the other. 
Pardon me. Mr. Chairman, if 1 have 


been entirely 
unreserved and 
plain 


spoken in speaking of the pi-eat mut- 
ters we all have so much at heart. If 
excuse is needed, 1 trust that the crit 
ical situation of affairs may serve as 
my justification. The issues that mani- 
festly hang upon the conclusions of the 
senate with regard to peace and upon 
the time of its action are so grave and 
so clearly insursupectible of being true 
on one side or pos'ponetl that I have 
felt it necessary in the public interest 
to make this urgent plea, and to make 
it as simply and as unreservedly as 
possible." 


After the President had delivered his 


statement. Senator Lodge said: 


"Your reference to the necessity of 


action leads me to ask one question. If 
we have to restore peace to the world 
it is necessary I assume, that there 
should be treaties with Austria. Hun- 
gary, 
Turkey and 
Bulgaria. 
Those 


treaties are all more or less connected 
with the treaty with Germany. The 
question 1 should like to ask is what 
the prospects are of 
receiving those 


treaties for action." 


The President: "I think it is very 


cood. sir. and so far as I can juil.ee from 
the contents of the dispatches from my 
colleagues on the other side of the wa- 
ter, the chief delay is due to the un- 
certainty as to what is going to happen 


Has never faiied to fulfill them and 
ever will. 
Article X is in no respect of doubtful 


meaning when read in the light of the 
ovenant as a whole. The council of 
he league can only "advise upon" the 
neans by which the obligations of that 
rear article are to be given effect to. 
"nless the United States is a party to 
he policy or action in question, her 
wn affirmative vote in the council is 
ecessary before any advice can be 
iven, for a unanimous vote of the 
ouncil is required. If she is a partv, 
the trouble is hers anyhow. And the 
unanimous vote of the council is only 
advice in any case. Each government 
is free to reject it if it pleases. Nothing 
could have been made more clear to the 
conference than the right of our con- 
gress under our consitution to exercise 
its judgment in all matters of peace 
and war. Xo attempt was made to 
question or limit 
that 
right. 
The 


United States will, indeed, undertake 
under Article 10 to "respect and pre- 
serve as against external aggression the 


I territorial integrity and existing politi- 
' cal indendence of all members of the 
league," and that engagement consti- 
tutes a very grave and solemn moral 
obligation. 
But it.is a moral, not a 


legal obligation, and leaves our con- 
gress absolutely free to put its own in- 
terpretation upon it in all cases that 
call for action. 
It is binding in con- 
science only, not in law. 


Article 10 seems to me to constitute 


the very backbone of the whole cove- 
nant. 
Without it the 
league 
would 


be hardly more than an influential de- 
bating society. 


It has several times been suggested, 


in public debate and in private confer- 
ence, that interpretations of the sense 
in which the United States accepts the 
engagements of the covenant should be 
embodied in the instrument of ratifica- 
tion. There can be no reasonable ob- 
jection to such interpretations accom- 
panying the act of ratification provided 
they do not form a part of the formal 
ratification itself. Most of the inter- 
pretations which have been suggested 
to me embody what seems to me the 
plain meaning of the instrument itself. 
Kut if such interpretations should con- 
stitute a part of the formal resolution 
of ratification, long delays would be the 
inevitable consequence, in as much as 


j all the many governments concerned 
' would hav<^ to accept, in effect 
the 


language of the senate ;is the language 
of the treaty before ratification would 
!><• complete.

to this treaty. This treaty is a model 
of the others. 
I saw enough of the 


others before I left Paris to know that 
they are being framed on the set of 
principles and that the treaty with Ger- 
many is the model. I think that is the 
chief element of delay, sir. 
Senator Lodge: "They 
are not re 


garded as essential to the consideration 
of this treaty?" 
The President: "They are not regard 


ed as such, no sir; they 
follow this 


treaty." 
Senator Lodge: "I do not know about 


the other treaties but the treaty with 
Poland, for example, has 
been com 


pleted." 


The President: "Yes, and signed; but 


it is dependent upon this treaty. My 
thought was to submit it upon the ac 
tion on this treaty." 


Senator Lodge then asked whether 


the United States would receive any 
part of the German reparation fund. 


"The President: "I left that question 


open, senator, because I did not feel 
that I had any final right to decide it. 
L'pon the basis that was set up in the 
reparation clauses the portion that the 
United States would receive would be 
very small at best, and my own judg- 
ment was frequently expressed not as 
a 'decision but as a judgment that we 
should claim nothing under those gen- 
eral Clauses. I did that because I 
"coveted the moral advantage that that 
would give us in the counsels of 
the 


world." 


Senator HcCumber:."Did that mean 


we would claim nothing for the sinking 
of the Lusitania?"- 


The President: "Oh, no. That did not 


cover the questions of that sort at all." 


The President added that 
pre-war 


claims -were not covered by the repara- 
tion clause, and said the reparation 
commission would decide. He repeated 
that American participation in the rep- 
arations remained to be decided by the 
commission. 


Senator Lodge asked if there had 


been any recommendations by Ameri 
can naval authorities as to whether the 
United States should have one of the 
Ladrone, Carolina, of Marshall Islandy 
for naval purposes. 


MEXICAN BANDITS

been published. I only partially remem 
her it. It was a paper laying out thr 
generally necessities of our naval pol" 
icy in the Pacific and the necessity of 
having some base of communication

But let 
me say thi£ There is a little island 
which I must admit I had not heard of 
before." 


Senator Williams: "The Island of 
Yap?" 


The President: "Yap. It is one of the 
bases and centers of cable and rHdio 
communication on the Pacific and I 
made the point that the disposition or 
rather the control of that island should 
be reserved, for the general conference 
which is to be held, in regard to the 
ownership and operation of the cables. 
That subject is mentioned and disposed 
of in this treaty and that general cable 
conference is to be held." 


Senator Lodge: "I had understood, or 
I had heard the report that our general 
board of the navy department, our chief 
of operations, had recommended that we 
should have a footing there, primarily 
in order to secure cable communication" 


The President: I think you are right, 


Senator Harding: "Mr. President, as- 


suming that your construction of th« 
withdrawal clause is the understand- 
ing of the formulating commission, why 
is the language making the proviso for 
the fulfillment of covenants put into 
the article?" 


The President: "Merely as an argu- 


ment to the conscience of the nations. 
In other words, it is a notice served 
on them that their colleagues will ex- 
pect that at the time they withdraw 
they will have fulfilled their obliga- 
tions." 


The conference was adjourned in the 


early afternoon for luncheon at the 
White House and it was not resumed. 
The members of the committee depart- 
ing at 2:45 p.m.

They landed at 12:30 Sunday 
afternoon and were picked up Wednes- 
day morning by Jesus Renteria and a 
band of five other Mexicans. They were 
taken into the mountains, but thought

Texas. They were told that 60 men be- 
longed to 'the band while in reality the 
aviators saw only 20 men at the ranch 
where they were held. 


Captain Matlack said the bandits were 


well mounted.

Postage Then and Now. 


Persons who thought the raise in 


the price of letter postage from two 
to three cents a "big jump," nt the 
time of our entrance into the war, 
should consider the colonial and early 
government rates of postage. On March 
3, just 72 years ago, the United States 
issued its first postage stamps, just 
seven years after England had adopt- 
ed them. 


These first American stamps were of 


the 5 and 10 cent denominations, and 
naturally enough bore the likeness of 
Washington and Franklin. Previous to 
this time postage was paid In cash, 
usually by the receiver of the letter. 
The earliest rates were from 8 to 25 
cents.

All Efforts to Amend Famous Statute
